Ind ik he can ſhew, that the hul 
bande of ſuche wyfe had no right in the landes, no2 none other but he the te⸗ 
naunt ſhall go quite, and the wyfe ſhall recouernaught of her dower, whiche 
thing tf he can not ſhewe, the wyfe ſhall recouer her dower , And fo in theſe 
caſes, and in certaineother folowyng,that is to ſaie, when the wyfebeyng in⸗ 
dowed leieth her dower by defaut, d tenantes in free martage, by the lawe of 
Etglande, oz foz terme of Iyfe, oz in fee taile, diuers actions do concurre foz 
ſuche tenauntes, when thei multe demaunde the lande loſte by defaute : Ind 
when it is come to that point, that the tenant muſte be compelled to ſhewe his 
right,. foꝛ as muche as thelawe will not compel them to make anſwere with 
out them, to whom the reuercion belongeth : therfoze thei are ſuffred to vous 
che to warrantee acco2dinge to the tenour ofthe wzitte,as if thei were tenan⸗ 
tes. Ind if thei haue a warrartee, when the warrantour hath warranted, the 
plea ſhall paſſe betwene him that is ſeſed and the warrantour accoꝛdinge to 


the tenour ofthe wztt, that the tenant purchaſed befoze, and by whiche he re⸗ 


coueted 
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touered by defaut, and ſo krom many actions at lengthe they ſhall reforteto 
one iudgement, whiche is this, that eyther the demaundauntes ſhal recouer 
their demaunde,oz the tenauntes ſhall go quyte. And it the action of ſuche 
a tenaunt, whiche is compelled tolhewe his ryght, be moued by a wutte of 
ryght, though that the great alliſe 02 battatle can not be ioigned by the woꝛ⸗ 
des accuſtomed , yet it Hall be topgned by woꝛdes conuenyent and vſed, foz 
when the tenaunt in that that he ſheweth his right, whiche belongeth to him 
by the w2yt that he befoze purchaſed, in ſtede of a demaundaunt, the warran 
tout mate well dekende the tyghte of the tenaunte, whiche commeth in place 
ofthe demaundaunt, as betoze is ſayde, and alledge the ſeiſin o f his aunce- 


tour, and to defende it by the body of a freman, oz put him ſelfe in the greate Aſſe, 


aſſiſe, and pꝛay tecogniſaunce to be made therof, whether he hath moze ryght 
to the lande beynge in demaunde, oꝛ els the party bekoze named, oz it may be 
toygned other wyſe by the great aſſyſe:and ſo the warrauntour mate defende 
the ryghte, and knowlaged the ſeiſen of his auncetour, and put hym ſelfe in 
the greate aſſyſe.#c.and pꝛaie recogniſaunce to be made, whether he hathe 
moze ryghte in the foꝛelaide lande, as in that wherof he infeffed ſuche a man; 
oꝛthet ſuche a one teleſſed and quited clayme. #c. oz els the fozeſayde partie 
ſtc. And where ſometyme it chaunceth that a woman, whiche is not indowed 
ofthe lande of an heyze beynge within age, dothe purchace a wiitte of dower 
agaynſte a gardeyne, and the gardeyne endoweth the lande by fauour, oz 
maketh defaulte, oz by colluſion defendeth the plea ſo faintly, whereby the 
wpfe is awarded hir dower in pꝛeiudice ofthe heyze: It is pꝛouided, that the 
hepze,when he commeth tofull age, ſhal haue an action to demaunde the ſei⸗ 
ſin ol his auncctour agaynſt the wyfe, lyke as he ſhulde haue agaynſte any 
other defozceour,ÞPzoutded alwapes, that the wife ſhall haue her excepcion 
ſaued agaynſte the demaundaunt, to ſhewe that ſhe had tyght to her do wer, 
which il ſhe can ſbewe, ſhe ſhall go quyte and teteine her do wer, and the heire 
halbe greuoſly amerted, accoꝛdynge to the dil crecion of the Juſticers. Ind 
it not, the hepze ſhall tecouer his demaunde. ac. In like maner the wife ſhall 
be ayded, it the hepze oz any other do unplede her koꝛ her do wer, and it ſhe leſe 
her dower by dekaulte, in whiche caſe the defaut ſhal not beſo pꝛeiudiciall to 
her, but that ſhe ſhal recouet her do wer, if ſhe haue ryght therto, and ſhe ſhal 
hauethis wzit,

was indowed befoze. Ind wher as befoze time it à mi had loſt his land by de 
faut, he had none other recoucry then by a wit of right, which was not main 
tenable by any ß could not claime of mere riaht, neither oftenantes foꝛ terme 
ol like, in tre mariage,noz in taile. in which eſtates a reuercion is reſerued: It 
is pꝛouided, that fro henſfozth theit defaut ſhal _ pꝛeiudicial, but $ they 
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mo recon they: eltate by an other wt; then by # watt of right;i they any 


ryght. Foz lande in ktee mariage loſte by defaure, ſuche a wit ſhalbe made

¶ where as foz aduouſons of churches there be hut thzee oztginall wzittes, 
that is to ſaie, one waitte of righte, and two of polleſſion, which de darrayne 
pꝛeſentment, and Quare impedit,andhitherto it hath ben vſed in the realme, 
that when any hauynge no ryghtto pꝛeſente, had pzeſentedto any churche, 
whole clereke was adinittcd:he that was very patron, coulde tot recouerhis 
aduouſon,but onely by a waitte of righte, whiche ſhulde be tried by bacaple, 
oz by grat aſſyſe , wherby heires withm age, either by fraude, oz els byne- 
gligence of their wardeins, and heres bothe of highe and meane eſtate, ey⸗ 
ther by negligence,ozels by fraude of tenauntes by the cutteſte,tenauntes in 
dower,oz otherwiſe, fo2 terme of lite, oꝛ foꝛ yeres, 0211 fee taile, were many ti⸗ 
mes diſherited of their aduoufons; oꝛ at the lealt (whichc was the better toꝛ 
them) were dziuen to theirwaitte of right, iu whiche cale hitherto they were 
withoute remedie: It is pꝛouided, that ſuche pꝛeſentmentes ſhall not bee fo 
pꝛeiudicial to the right heires,02 to them, vnto whom ſuch aduouſons cught 
to reuerte after the death ofother perfons, Foz as often as any, haupnge no 
tyght ; dothe pꝛeſent, duringe thetymethat ſuche heires are in warde, oꝛ du⸗ 
rynge the eſtate of tenauntes in dower, by the curteſie, 02 other wiſe foz terme 
oklyke oꝛ ok peres, oz in tayle, at the nette auoydaunee when the heyze is come 
tofullage,o2 when after the death ol the tenauntes befoze named, the aduous 
ſonſhal reuert vnto the heyze beyng ol ful age, he ſhal haue ſuche action and 
receyte by wꝛitte ot aduouſon poſſeſſoꝛp, as his laſte auncetour ſhulde haue 
hadde at the laſte auopdaunce, happenynge in his tyme beynge of full age 
befoze his deathe, oꝛ befoze the demyſe was made foz terine of lyfe, oz in fee 
taile;as befoze is ſayde. The ſame ſhall be obſetued in p:cſentmentes made 
vnto churches, beynge of the inheritaunce of women, what tyine they ſhalbe 
vnder the power oftheirhuſbandes, whiche muſte be ayded by this/eſtatute 
by the remedy afozeſayde. Alſo religious men, as byſHoppes, archedeacons, 
perſons of churches,and other ſpitttuall men, ſhalbe ayded by this eſtatute, 
Jn caſe ayy hauynge no ryght do p2eſent vnto churches belongynge to pꝛe⸗ 
acies, ſpirituall dignities;perſonages, oz to houſes of religion, what tyme 
ſuche houſes, pꝛelacies, ſpirituall dignities, o2 perſonages bee vacante. 
Neyther ſhall this acte bee ſo latgely vnderſtanden, that ſuch perſonnes; 
foz whoſe remedie this ſtatute was oꝛdeyned, ſhall haue the recouerie a⸗ 
fozeſayde; ſurmyſinge that Gardeyns of heyzes, tenauntes in tayle, by the 
cutteſy, tenauntes in dower, foʒ terme oflife oz fox peres, oʒ huſbandes which 
faintly haue defended pleas moued by them oz againſt them, becauſe the iu⸗ 
gementes geuen in the kynges courts ſhuld not be adnulled by this 8 
the

the iudgement ſhall ſtande in his fozce, vntill it be reverſed inthe courte of 
the kynge as erronious, iferrour be founde,oz by aſſiſe of dartaine pzeſent- 
ment, oꝛ by enqueſt in Quare impedit, (fit paſſe by atteint, oꝛ be adnulled by 
certificacton, whiche ſhalbe frely graunted. And from henſefozth one fourme 
of pledinge ſhalbe oblerued amonges Juſticers in wzittes of darreine pꝛe⸗ 
ſentment, and Quare impedit, ſo that where the defendant alledged plenartie 
in the churche of his owne pꝛeſentacion, the plea ſhall not fall by reaſon ofthe 
rtie : ſo that the wit be purchaſed within the. vi. monethes, thoughe he 
can not tecouer his pzeſentacion within the. vi.monethes. And ſometyines 
where a fyne is leuied betwene many, clatminge one aduouſon, and inrol⸗ 
led befoze the Juſticers in the rolle oz fine in this fourme , that one ſhall pꝛe⸗ 
ſent the firſte tyme, and at the nexte aduoidaunce an other, and the thirde 
tyme an other, and ſo ol many, in caſe there be many. And when one hath pꝛe⸗ 
ſented foꝛ his tourne, accoꝛdinge to the fourme of their egrement, ⁊ fyne, and 
at the nerte auoidaunce he to whom the. ii. pꝛefentacion belongeth, is diſtour⸗ 
bed by any that was partie to the ſaide fyne, oz in his ſtede: It is pꝛouided, 
that ftom henſefozthe he that is ſo diltourbed, ſhall haue no neede to ſue a 
Quare impedit, but ſhall teſoꝛte to the roll oz fine. And if the ſaide concozde 
dz agrement be found in the rolle oz fine: then the ſhiriffe ſhall be commaun- 
ded; that he geue knowlage vnto the diſtourbour, that he be redy at ſome 
ſhoꝛt daie, conteininge the ſpace of fiftene dates, oꝛ thꝛee wekes (as the place 
happeth to be nere oz ferre) fox to ſhewe if he can alledge any thing, wherfoze 
the party that is diſtourbed, ought not to pꝛeſent. Ind it he come not, oz per⸗ 
aduenture doth come, and can nothing allege to batte the party ol his pꝛeſen⸗ 
tacton by reaſon ofany dede made oz wzitten ſins the fine was made oz intol⸗ 
led, he ſhal recouer his pꝛeſentacion with his damages. Ind where it chaun 
ſeth, that after the deth ol the auncetour ok him that pꝛeſented his clerke vnto 
a church, the fame aduouſons is aſſigned in dower to any woman, oz to tenãt 
bythe cutteſp, which do pꝛeſent, and after the death of ſuch tenantes, the very 
heire is diſtourbed to pꝛeſent, when the churche is volde: It is pꝛouided, 
that trom henſkoꝛth it ſhalbe in the election of the partie diſtourbed, whether 
he wil ſue a wut of Quare impedit, oꝛ ot᷑ darteine pꝛeſẽtment. The ſame ſhalbe 
obſerued in aduouſons dimiſed foꝛ terme ol jpke,oz yeres, oz in fee taile. Ind 
from henſekoꝛth in wꝛittes of Quare impedit, and datreine pꝛeſentment, da⸗ 
mages ſhalbe awarded that is to witte, if the tyme of ſire monethes paſſe 


that tyme, damages ſhalbe awarded foztwo yeres value of the churche. Ind 
il the. vt monethes he not paſſed, and the pꝛeſentment be detalded within the 
ſaide tyme, then damages ſhall be awarded to the halle yeres value ofthe 
churche.. Ind if the diſtourbour haue not whereof he mate recompence da- 
ma getz in caſe where the btſhoppe 5 thall be pu⸗ 
nirſhed dy two pefes impꝛiſonment. And ik the aduouſon be deraigned 
within the halke vere, yet the diſtourbour ſhall be puniſhed by the impꝛi⸗ 
ſonment ot halte a pere. NN wuttes hal} be on 
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Cyapss. pxebendes, bſcarages.hoſpicals.adbeies,prloztes, and othethouſes, 
which be ol p aduouſons of other men, that haue not ben vſed to be graunted 
befoze, And when the perſon of any churche ts diſtourbed to demaund tithes 
in the nexte pariſhe by a wꝛitte of lndicauit, the patrone of the perſon fo dy⸗ 
ſtourbed, ſhall haue a wzit to demaunde the aduouſon of the tythes, being in 
deinaunde,and when it is derained, then ſhall the plea paſle in the court chꝛi⸗ 
liten,as farfozth as it is deratgned in the kinges coutte. when an aduoulon 
diſcendeth vnto parceners, thoughe one pzeſente twiſe, and vſurpeth vpoy 
His coheire, yet he that was negligent,ſhal not be clerely barred, but an other 
tyme ſhal haue his tourne topzeſen when itfalleth. _ 
¶ wen any demaundeth lande againſte another, and the party that is un⸗ 
pleded, voucheth to warranty, and the warrantour denteth his warrauntie 
and the plea hangeth long betwene the tenaunt and the warrantour: And at 
length when it is tried, that the vouche is bounden to warrantie by the lawe 
and cuſtome of the realme hetherto vſed, there was none other puniſhment 
alligned koꝛ the vouche, that dented his watrantee, but onely that he ſhulde 
watrantiſe, and ſhuld be amerced, becauſe he did not warrant befoze, whiche 
was pꝛeiudicial vnto the demaundant, becauſe he ſuffred olrentimes gret de 
laies by colluſion betwene the tenant and the warrantour . voherfoze our ſo⸗ 
u. àine loꝛde the kyng hath ozdeined, that lyke as the tenaunt chulde lele the 


land being in demaund, in caſe where he vouched and the vouchee could dil⸗ 


charge him ſelfe of the warrantee, in the ſame wyſe ſhall the warrantourleſe; 
in cale where he denieth his warrantee,and it be found and tried againſthim 
that he is bounden to warranttſe, Ind it an inqueſte be dependinge betwene 
the tenant and the watrantour, and the demaundant will requyze a wzitfog 
to cauſe the turie to come, it halbe graunted him. 

A wiitte of admeſuremente ot᷑ dower ſhall be from henſefozthe graunted 
a watdeine, neither ſhall the heire when he tometh to kull age, be barred 
by the ſuiteof ſuche a wardeine, that ſucth againſte the tenaunt in dower 
feignedly and by colluſion, but that he mate admeſurethe dower afteras it 
dughte to be admeluted by the lawe of the tande, Ind as well in this wzttte 
as in a wit of admelutement of paſture moꝛe ſpedy pꝛotes ſhal bee awarded 
hath bene vfed hetherto, ſo that when it is come-vuto the greatte di⸗ 
ſteſſe, dates ſhall be geuen, within whiche two counttes mate be holdey, 
at che whithe open pꝛoclamacion ſhal be made, that the defendant ſhall come 
in at the date conteined in che wiitte, to aunſwere to the pjaintiffe, at whiche 
dale it he tome in, tye pita ſhall paſſe betwene them. Ind te he dor not tome. 
and the pꝛoclamacion br retoutned by the ſhirtife in manet aboneſalde, vpon 
his defautthei ſhall mane ndinelutem ent 
¶ where as by u pita mdued vpon u wit ot᷑ admeſutement of paſture, the 
paſture was fometyme ddmeſured befoze the Fufficets; ſalutyme befozeche 
ſhirtiffe in the countte; and id ehaunted manytymesafterfuo ment 
made the paſture to de onet ch a firſte din it. with 
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remedy in this maner : It the admeſurement were befoze the Juſticers, the 
playntyffe (hall haue a wzitte Judiciall, that the ſhyꝛyffe in pzeſence ofthe 
parties beynge ſomoned (if they wyll come) ſhall inquere vpon the ſeconde 
ouercharge, whiche if it be founde, it ſhall ve retourned befoze the Juſticers 
vnder the ſeales of the ſhy:yffe and of the iurrours: Ind the Juſtycets ſhal 
awarde the plaintiffe damages, and ſhal put in the extreates the value of the 
deſtes, whiche were put into the paſture after luche admeſurement aboue the 
due nouinbꝛe, and ſhall deltuer the extteates vnto the baronnes of the eſche- 
quer, wherof they (hal aunſwere vnto the kyng . Jfſuche admeſurement be 
made in the countie,than at the requeſt ofthe playntyffe a wzit ſhal go out of 
the chauncery, that the ſhiritte (hal inquire vpon ſuche maner of ouercharge 
and fo: the beſtes being put in, aboue the duennmbze, and foz the value of 
them he ſhal aunſwere to the king at the eſchequer. And leſt the ſhiriffe might 
defraud the kyng in this caſe, it is agreed, that al ſuch wzyttes De ſecunda ſu- 
peroneratione,that paſſe out of the chancery,ſhalbe inrolled,and at the ycres 
ende the tranſcziptes ſhalbe ſent into the eſchequer vnder the chauncellours 
ſeale, that the treſourer and barons of the eſchequer may le, howe the ſHizifte 
ſhall anſwere of the iſſues of ſuch wzittes. Ju the fame wyſe watttes of revil= 
ſeiſin ſhalbe inrolled and ſent into the eſchequer at the yeres ende.

thein due, and there is a meane, which ought to acquite the tenaunt, ſpthens wifceqe, 


it lpeth not in the mouthe ofthe tenaunte, after that he hath repleuied the dy⸗ 
ſtreſſe, to denye the demannde of the chiefe loꝛde, whiche auoweth in the kyn⸗ 
ges courte, that the diſtreſſes is lawfully taken vpon his tenaunt, whiche is 
vpon the meane, and many haue ben ſoze greued by ſuche diſtteſſes, in ſo mu⸗ 
che as the meane (notwithſtandynge that he hath fufficient, wherby he may 
be diſtteigned) doth make longe delayes, bekoze he wyl come into the coutt to 


aunſwere koꝛ his tenaunte vnto the wzitte of meane, and moſte harde of all W 


when the meane had nothynge. In caſe alſo when the tenaunte was redy to 
do his ſeruyces and cuſtomes vnto his lozde, and the chiefe lozde wold refuſe 
to take ſuche ſeruices and cuſtomes by the handes of any other then of his 
nexte tenaunt, and ſo ſuche tenantes in demeane loſte ſomwhiles the pꝛokites 
of they: landes foz a tyme, and ſomwhyles fo; their hole tyme, and hytherto 
no remedy hath bene pꝛouyded in this caſe:A remedy is pꝛouided #ozdeyned 
in this fourme, that ſo ſone as the tenat in demeane hauing a meane betwene 
him and the chiefe loꝛd ) is diſtreigned, incontinent the tenant ſhall purchaſe 
his wztt of meane And ir the meane hauyng land in the ſame countie, abſent 
him ſelfe vntill the great diſtreſſe be awarded, the plaintiffe ſhal haue ſuche 
daie geuen him in his wꝛit of great diſtreſſe, aloꝛe the commynge wherof two 
counties maie be holden, and the ſhiriffeſhalbe commaunded to diſtreine the 
meane by the great diſtreſſe. like as it is conteined in the mitte, and neuer⸗ 
les the lhiriffe in two ful counties ſhal cauſe to be pꝛoclaimed ſolempnly, that 


the meane do come ata day conteined in the wzit. foʒ to anſwete his tenant, at &guie, 


which daie ik he come, the plea ſhall paſſe betwene them alter the common v⸗ 
lage. And ik he do not come, then ſhal he leſe the ſeruices of his 3 
krom 
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frointhentffozth, the tenaunte ſhall not aunfwere him in any thinge, but, the 
lame meane beynge excluded, he ſhall anſwere vnto the chickelozde foz ſuche 
ſeruyces and cuſtomes, as in the meane vſed to do befoze that tyme. Neyther 
ſhall the chiefs loꝛde haus power to diſtreigne, ſo longe as the afozefayde te: 
naunte do offer him the ſeruices and cuſtomes due. Ind it the chieke loꝛde 
eracte moze then the meane oughte to do, the tenaunt in ſuch caſe hall haue 
againſt him all ſuche ercepcions as the meane ſhulde. Ind if the meane haue 
nothynge within the kynges dominion, the tenaunte ſhall neuertheleſſe pur- 
chale his wzitte of meane, to the ſhyzyffe ofthe fame ſhyze, wherein he is di⸗ 
ſtraigned. And if the ſhirifferetourne, that he hath nothyng,wherby he may 
be ſomoned, then ſhall the tenant ſue his wzitof attachement. And if the ſhi- 
tyſte retourne, that he hath nothynge koz to be attached by, he ſhall neuer⸗ 
theles ſue his wat of great diſtres,and pꝛoclamacion ſhalbe made in fourme 
aboueſatde, Ind ik the meane haue no land in the ſhyze, where the diſtreſſe is 
taken, but hath lande in ſome other ſhyze, then a wzitte oziginal ſhal yſſue to 
lomon the meane, vnto the ſhyꝛifte ofthe ſame ſhyꝛe ( where the duſtreſſe is ta⸗ 
ken) and when it is aetourned by the ſhyꝛyſte, that he hath nothynge in his 
ſhyꝛe, a wꝛitte indiciall hall iſſue to ſomon the meane, vnto the ſhyziffe of 
the ſame ſhyꝛe, in whiche it ſhall be teſtified that he hath lande, and ſuite ſhal 
be made in the ſame ſhyze, vntyll they haue paſſed vnto the great diſtres, and 
pꝛoclamacton as aboue is ſayde, where the meane hath land in the fame ſhire 
in which the dtſtrelſets taken. And neuettheles ſuite ſhalde made in the ſame 
ſhyꝛe, where he hath nothynge, as aboue is ſayde of the meane, that hath no- 
dende, vntyll the pxores come to the great diſtreſſe and pꝛoclamacion, a ſo 
Atcer pzoclamacion made in bothe countyes, the meane ſhall be foziudged of 
his kee and ſeruice. And where it hapeneth many tymes, that the tenaunte 


in demeane is mfeffed to holde by leſſe feruice, than the meane ought to dooe 


Demeane. 


warranfy.” 


Vnti the chtefe lozde, when aftexſiiche pꝛoclamacion the tenaunt hath attour 


ned to thechtefelozde,and the meane beynge excluded, the tenaunte muſt of 
necefſitee aunſwere vnto the chiefelozde fo2 all ſucheſerutces and cuftomes, 
as the meane was wonte to do to him. Ind after that the ineane is come into 
the courte,and hath confeſſed, thathe oughte to acquyte his tenaunte, oz be 
compelled by iudgement to acquite, if after ſuche conkeſſion oz iudgemente 
it is complapned,that the meane doth not acquite his tenaunt, then (hall ifs 
Cue a wꝛitte iudictall, that the hy2yffe ſhall diſtraygne the meaue to acquite 
the tenaunt, and to be at a certaine day befozethe* cers,fo2 to ſhewe why 
he hath not acquyted him befoze, and when they haue pꝛoceded vnto the gret 
dyſtres, the playntyfke ſhalbe hearde. Ind if the playntiffe can pꝛoue, that he 
hath not acquyted him, he ſhal yelde damages, and by award of ths court, the 
tenant ſhall go quite from the meane, and ſhal attourne vnto the chiete lozd. 
And yk he come not at the fyꝛſt dyſtres a wait ſhal go koꝛth to diſtreigne hym 
agayne, and p2oclainacion ſhal be made, and as fone as it is retourned, ther 
ſhal pꝛocede to iudgement as befozets ſayde, And it is to be vnderſtanden. 
that by this eſtatute tenauntes ate not ercluded, but they (hal haue a warraz 
tie of the meanes #their heires, il they be impleded as they haue had WO.

and Hughe by inell counſell whiche the kynge hath taken of htm, without the aſſent of the pee- 
res and commons of the realme, came againe into the realme . And thei with other pzocured 
the ſaide kynge to purſue the ſalde erle of Zancaffer, and other great men and people of the 
realme, in whiche pur ſute, the aide erle of Lancaſter, and other great men and people of the 
realme were willingly dead and diſherited, and ſome outlawed, baniſſhed, and diſherited, 
ind ſome diſherited and impꝛiſoned, and ſome raunſomed and difherited.

¶ Item where as many miſchiues be happened thzough the realme, of that that ſhirifes haue Cap. ix. 
let the hundꝛedes and wapentakes to an higher ferme, than thei pelde to the kynge, and the fer- 
mours doe let the ſame to other at moze higher and greatter ſummes, in ſuche maner, that by 
the highe lettinge and enhaunſynge of the fermes, and by great number of bailiffes errauntes 
out ryders, and other whom the ſheriffes, bafliffes, and hundꝛeders do put in, the people bes in Hundzedee and 
diuers maners charged and greued: It is aſſented and acco2ded, that from henſefozthe all Wapentakes let 
the wapentakes and hundzedes, whiche be ſeuered fromthe counties, ſhall be rejopned to the to ferme. 
ſame counties, as befoze this tyme hath bene ſtabliſſhed by an other fatute . And that the ſhi 
riffes holde the ſame in their owne handes, and put in ſuche bailiffes and hundzeders, hauinge 
landes within the bailywekes and hundꝛedes, foz whom thei wyll anſwere . And if thei wyll 
let any hundzedes, bailywekes, oz wapentakes to ferme, thei ſhal let the ſame at the auntient 
ferme, without any thynge encreaſinge. And that the kpnge and his people be ſerued by ſuche 
bailyffes and hundzeders and their vnder bailyffes, in auoidynge foz euer the outryders and 
other, whiche in diners counties befoze this tyme haue notoziouſly diſtroied the people. And B auiffe erraunt. 
that no batlyffe erraunte bee but in the counties, where baplyffes errauntes haue bene in | 
tymes paſfe, in the tyme of the kynges graundfather that nowe is, And that there dee no 
moze but one batlyffe erraunte in one tountie. And it is aſſented, that all other, of what eſtate 
o2 condition thei be, whiche haue ben bailiffes oꝛ hundꝛeders in fee, if thei the ſame will holde 
in their owne handes, than thei ſhall put in ſuch bailiffes, foz whom thet will anſwere . And if 
thei will let the ſame to ferme to other, than thei ſhall let the ſame at the auntient ferme,with- 
out any thynge entreaſynge, as afoze is ſaide, and the iuſtites of the one benche and the other, 
the barons of the eſchecquer, and the iuſtices aſſigned ſhall haue power to enquire of all thoſe, 
that come againſt this oꝛdidante, at all tymes that thei come into the countrey, and to do ſuch 
punichmente as to them ſhall ſeme tonuenient to be done, attoꝛdinge to the lawe and reaſon. 
And if the ſhiriffes oꝛ their fermours be founde in defante in any point againſt this oꝛdinante, 
and therof be attainted, the hundꝛedes and wapentakes, where ſuche defautes ſhal be founde, 
ſhalbe taken into the kynges handes, and let to other by the iuſtites, and to tõmaunde them to 
p2iſon, there to remaine till thei haue made fine and raunſome to the kynge attoꝛdinge to the 
quantitee of the creſpas. and neuertheles thei ſhall anſwere to the kynge ofthe whole ferme. 
And that the loꝛdes, whiche holde hnndzedes oꝛ wapentakes in fee, ſhal ſet ſuch bailyffes,which 
be lufficient to anſwere the kynge and his people. And if their bailiffes do againſte this oꝛdi⸗ 
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naunce, thei ſhall be called to anſwere. And if thei be atteinted, thei ſhall haue ſuthe punch 
ment as the lawe ol the lande requireth in ſuche tale, and thei ſhal be out of their bailywekeg 
foz euer, and other ſufficient put in their places by the ſame loꝛdes. 
C Item in the right of the gaoiles, whiche were wonte to be in warde of the ſhiriffes, and an 
nexed to their bailywekes : It is aſſented and accozded, that thei ſhalbe rejoined, to the Chirif, 
kes, and the ſh(riffes ſhall haue che cuſtody of the ſame gaoiles, as befoze this tyme thei were 
wonte to haue: And thet ſhall put in ſuche kepars, foz whom thei will anſwere. And if it hap 
pen that the keper of the pꝛiſon oz vnderkeper, by fo great dures of impꝛiſonmente, and by 
peine make any pꝛiſoner, that he hath in his warde, to become an appellour againſte his will 
and therof be attainted, he ſhall haue iudgement of lyfe and of member. And that the kynges 
ſuſtices befoze whom ſuche caſe ſhall happen, ſhall enquire vppon the trouthe : And if thet 
fpnde by enqueſte thervpon taken, that any kepar oz vnverkeper hath done the ſame, he ſhall 
be therof arraigned; and ił he be founde giltie, he ſhall haue iudgement of lpĩe and member, 
as afoꝛe is ſaide. | 
C Item it is aſſented and ſfabliſſhed, that enery clerke, whithe halbe deputed to recefue recog 
niſances in cities and boꝛoughts acozding to the ſtatute marchant, ſhal abide in pꝛoper perſon 
to do his ofice acozding as is conteined in the ſtatute of Acton Burnell. And that he haue lan⸗ 
des ſufficient in the ſame tountie wherofbe map anſwer to all perſons it he offende. And if any 
other be in the ſame office, he ſhalbe remoued,and an other conuenient ſet in his plate. 
C Item where it is conteined in the great charter, that one meaſure + one weight be thꝛough⸗ 
out Englande, and allo it is conteined in a ſfatute made in the tyme ofkynge Edwarde, 
graundfather to the kynge that nowe is, that none ſhall ſell by the buſſhell, if it be not marked 
with the kynges ſeale, and that it be accozdinge to the ſtanderde: And allo it is conteined, that 
be whiche ſhall be attainted foz haninge double meaſure, that is to ſaie, one greatter to bie, and 
an other leſſe to (ell, halbe impꝛiſoned as falſe, and grenouſly puniſſhed, which thinges haue 
not bene holdennoz vled alter the ſalde eſfabliſhmente, to the great grefe ofthe people: It is 
aſſented and accozded, that from henlefszthe one meaſure and one weighte ſhal be thzoughout 
the realme of Edglande. And that the treaſoꝛer do to be made certaine ſtandardes of buſchel 
les, galons, of weightes of auncell, and ſende the ſame into euery countie , where ſuche aw 
derdes be not ſent afoze this tyme. And thervpon ſhalbe aſſigned. it. good and ſuffitiente per- 
ſons in enery countie, and moze acco2dinge as the tountie in greatnes requireth, to ſaruete as 
well within fraunchile as without,that the meaſures and the weightes be acoꝛding to the fan 
darde. And that thei haue power to enquire here and determine, and co puniſhe all thoſe that 
chalbe founde therok giltie. And that the ſhiriffes at their tommaundementes reteiue and re 
teine them in pꝛiſon till thei haue made fine to the kyng. And euery perſon that wil complaine 
of ſach as do offende in byinge oz ſellinge, ſhalbe herde as well fo; the king as foz them ſelfe . 
And that the ſaid aſſignees ſhal deliner their eſtretes euery pere in the mozow of ſaint Micha- 
ell at the eſchequer, and take foz their expenſes the. iii. parte of that that thei mate leuie, and 
anſwere to the kynge of the. iii. partes. And of that chat mate not be leuied befoze their pꝛoler 
the. {{{f. parte ſhall be alowed to them at the eſcheker, and the, iti. partes leuied to the kynges 
ble. And it is not the kynges minde, but that the clerke ofthe market ſhal do his office where 
he will, accozding as he was wont to do in times paſte. Noz the loꝛdes of fraunchiſes ſhalnot 
be out of their fraunchiſes by the occaſion of this ozdinance . 
¶ Item where as in the great charter it is conteined, that after the death of the aunteſtours. 
which holde of the kyng in cheife,and whoſe heires be within age, that the kyng ſhall kepe the 
landes without waſfe and diſfruction, and reſtoꝛe them wholly to the heires whan thei come to 
their fall age. And againſte god and righte, and the ſaid eſfabliſhmentes, the eſchetours and 
other, to whom the landes of ſache heires haue bene committed, haue done waſte and diſtrut⸗ 
tion, to the great miſchiefe as well of the heires oferles, barons, and other great menne » 
as 
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as of other whiche holde of the kynge in chiefe. And nenertheles the ſad eſchetours haue not 
ba to do ſuche diſfructions, and ſcarcely haue anſwered the kynge: wherfoze it is 
aſented and ſkabliſſhed, that from henſefozthe after the death ofeuery perſon whiche holdeth 
of the kynge in chiefe, that the eſchetours ſhall do to be ſealed into the kynges handes ths lan- 
des, as parteineth, withont doinge waſte in houſes, woodes, parkes pondes, and other extoz- 
tions, whiche mate fall to the damage of the heire. And haftly after the Diem clauſit extre- 
mum, deliuered to him to retourne the ſame by a good and true extent in the chauncery:after 
which returne if it be founde that the heire is within age, and the nexte frendes ol the heire, to 
the inheritaunte can not diſcende, ſhall come and offer them to take the ſaide landes,yel- 
dinge the valure to the kynge till the age of the heire as far fozthe as other wyll elde without 
traude, by accozde betwirte the chauncellour and the treaſoꝛer, thei ſhall haue commiſſion to 
kepe the ſaide landes by good and ſufficient ſuretie till the age of the lald heires, and toanſwer 
the kynge ofthe valure , And it is not the kynges intente, that by this ſfatute he be fozcloſed to 
haue an action of waſfe againſt ſache gardeins and fermours, as he and his aunteſters haue 
had befoze this tyme. And that the heires, whan thei tame to their age thall haue their action 
by wzit ol waſfe againſte ſuche gardeins and fermours, 
CJtem where as befoze this tyme in caſe that a man hath demaunded by petition inthe par⸗ 
lament certatne landes and tenementes, whiche be in the kynges handes, and to the ſame pe 
titions, haue bene anſwered in the ſame parlyament, chaancery,oz in the kpnges benche, that 
the kynge will, that a wꝛit be ſued to the treaſozer and chaumberlaines of the eſcheker to ſerch 
charters, minumentens, and other remembzaunces, which mate him auaile, wherby he map 
be aduiſed to make anſwere, to which wzittes comonly the treſozer and chaumberlaines haue 
anwered,that thei haue ſerched, but not by ſerche, and wolde not anſwere, that thei haue fully 
ſerched, and nothing founde, noz that thei can nomoze finde, but that that thet haue ſent,wher 
by by the lawe afoze this tyme vſed, a man hath not had cauſe to put them, whiche be foz the 
kynge to anſwere, and in ſuche maner the demaundantes haue bene greatly delated, to their 
great miſchtefe : wherfoze it is allented, that after that the. ili. wzittes be retourned,whether 
that munument oz remembzaunce be founde foz the kynge oꝛ not, that than the paripamente, 
Lhauncery, oz in the kynges benche, oꝛ in the comon bench,thei whiche ſhall ſue foz the kyng, 
ſhalbe but to anſwere, and to defende the landes and tenementes ſo demaunded againſte the 
king, to the beſfe that thei can oꝛ mate, accozding to the law, ſo an other time that euery of the 
ſili. wꝛittes be delinered to the treaſozer and to the chaumberlaines . xl. daies befoze the date 
of the retourne. And that by commaundement ofthe great ſeale noꝛ pꝛiui ſeale no point ofthis 
fatute ſhalbe put in delaie, noz that the iuſtices, of what ſo euer place it be, ſhal let to do the co 
mon lawe by tommaundement which ſhall tome to them, vnder the great ſeale oꝛ pꝛiui ſeale. 
¶ Item where as diners ſtatutes made befoze this tyme in diuers parlyamentes it was aſſen 
ted, that no charter of pardon of the deathe ol man ſhoulde be made by the kynge, but in caſe 
where he maie do it kepinge the othe ol his crowne, which ſtatutes haue bene holden, but char 
ters haue ben graunted wihout number to diuers theues and manſleers; to the iuell eraumple 
and feare of good people and laufull: wherby the theues and offenders be comfozted to do their 
robberies and manflanghters, and the ſame doe from date to date, and the moze bee encoura- 
ged to do the ſame, becauſe ol hope lightly to haue their charters ol pardon: It is aſſented, ſfa- 
bliſched and attoꝛded, that no charter of pardon ofthe death of a man, noꝛ of other felonie, ſhal 
be from henleloꝛthe graunted to any man, but in caſe where the kynge mate the ſame do ſa- 
uinge the othe ol his crowne, as it is conte ined in the fatutes made befoze this tyme . And if 
any charter be from henſfo:thgraiited againſt the ſaid ſtatutes, the ſame ſhalbe hold? foz none. 
¶ Item where as befoze this time it was ſtabliſſhed, that the engueſtes and furies, whiche be 
tobe taken as well of the kynges benche as of the common benche, ſhould be taken befoze one 
02 two ſuſtices of the ſame plate, as it is conteined in the ſaid eſtabliſhment, and now is — 
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rioull ſeene and knowen, that diuers enqueſtes and iuries haue bene taken and pet be ind 

uers counties of Englande, where no iuſtite did come, to the great miſchiefe of the parties 

that do ſue, and alſo of the good people ofthe countrep which be impanelled: wherfoze it is a 

ſented and ſfabliſſhed, that who ſo demaundeth the Niſi pzius in the kynges benche as well ac 

the ſute of the defendaunce as the plaintiffe, as befoze this tyme bath bene done by the foꝛme 

of the ſtatute, the Niſi pꝛius ſhall be graunted befoze any iuſtice of the place where the ple de 
pendeth, if any of the ſame place mate well go into thole parties. And if not, than the Huli 
pꝛius, ſhall be graunted befoze any tuſfice ofthe comon benche, at a certaine daie, whiche may 
be acco2ded and to deliuer oꝛ ſende the tenour of the retoꝛde to him vnder the ſcale of the chien 
iuſtite of the place, at whiche date he ſhall take the enqueſf, and retourne the verdite vnder his 
ſeale, with the wꝛit, the tenour, and the panell, whiche ſhall be reteiued in the kynges benche, 
and there enrolled, and thervpon iudgemente genen acco2dinge to the verdicte of the ſame en 
queſte. And the ſaide iuſtite of the common benche ſhall haue power to recozde defaultes 
and nonſultes, as farre fozthe as if the Niſt pꝛius had bene graunted befoze any iuſtite of the 
kynges benche. After which defanltes ſo retoꝛded and returned in the kynges benthe, the mti 
tes ſhall go to gene ſudgement vpon the ſame retoꝛde. And in the ſame maner be it done of al 
the pleas, which be oꝛ ſhal be in the tomon benche, wherok the enqueſtes and iuries bee oz ſhal 
be taken in the countrep by Mili pꝛius. And if none of the iuſtites of the ſame plate go, the Hi 
ſi pꝛius ſhall be graunted befoze any iuſtite of the kynges bench, and do as afoze is ſatd of the 
iuſtites of the comon benche. And the tenour of the retoꝛde ſent to the lame iuſtite, he ſhall haue 
lpke power as afoze is ſaid of iuſtites of the comon bench, which be aſſigned to take enqueſtes 
and iur ies of the kynges benche. And if it happen that none of the iuſtices of the one benche noz 
the other mate come in the countrey, where enqueſfes oꝛ iuries be to be taken, than the Mili 
pꝛius ſhall bee graunted befoze the chiefe baron ofthe eſchequer, il he be a man of the lawe, 
and he thall haue ſuche power as the iuſtices ofthe one benche and the other haue by this ſta⸗ 
tute . And in taſe that none of the iuſtites ofthe one benche noz the other, noꝛ the chiele baron 
of the eſchecquer, beinge a man ofthe lawe doe not come in the countrey where the enqueſtes 
and iuries be oz ſhall bee taken by the Niſi pꝛius: than the Miſi pzius ſhall be graunted befoze 
the iuſtites aſſigned to take aſſiſes in thoſe parties. So alwaies that one of the ſalde iuſtites 
aſſigned be iuſtite of the one benche o2 the other, oz the kynges ſeriaunte ſwoꝛne. And the 
ſame fuſfices ſhall haue ſuche power as afoze is ſaide, of the iuſtites of the one benche and of 
the other . And il the partie demannde the tenour ol the recozde to haue with him, to deliuer 
tothe tuffices, befoze whom the Nili pꝛius is graunted, fo to eſchewe that no fraude noz day 
mage be done to the other partie, noz to the people of the enqueſtes:an other tenour of the ſame 
retoꝛde ſhal be delpnered to the other partie, if he the ſame require. And wher as it is an other 
tyme ffabliſſhed, that the iuſtices, befoze whom the Niſt pzius hath bene graunted in pleas 
of aſſiſes, of darraine pꝛeſentement, and Quare impedit, ſhoulde haue power to geue the 
iudgementes in the countrey vpon the verdite of aſſiſe and of enqueſte, and vpon nonſuſtes 
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ron ofthe eſchequer, and the iuſtites aſſigned, befoze whom the Nifi pꝛius is graunted by this 
ffatute, ſhall haue the power to gene iudgementes in the countrep, and to . the ſamt 
attoꝛding as is tonteined in the ſtatute of Pozke thervpon made. 

¶ Item it is aſſented and ſtabliſſhed, that perſons, vicars, wardens of chapelles and pꝛous⸗ 
ſces, wardeins and pꝛieſtes of perpetuall chaunteries, ſhall;hane their w2tttes of iuris vtrum 
ok landes and tenementes, rentes, and poſſeſſions annexed and geuen perpetually in almes 
to bicarages, chapels, oz chaunteries, and retouer by other wzittes intheir caſe as farfozth as 
perſons of churches oz pꝛebendes. 

' CItem becauſe the demaundanntes in plea ot lande haue bene often delatedofthat that the 
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beloꝛe this tyme might not be reteiued to auerre, that the vouchee is dend, to their great de⸗ 
late and miſchiefe ; It is attoꝛded and eſtabliſſhed, that from henſefozth,if the tenante vouch 
to warrantie a dead man, andthe demaundantes will auetre, that the vouchee is dead, oz that 
there is none ſuche, their auerment ſhalbe receiued without moze delate. 

¶ Item it is aſſented, that the purue iauntes, whiche ſhall be made foz the kynges houſe and 
the queenes, where thet do abyde and paſſe though the countrey, ſhall be made by warrante 
and power geuen to them, whiche ſhall make the puruelaunces: In which thalbe expꝛelly con- 
teined, that thei ſhall cake noꝛ bie nothing, onleſſe it be by pzomes made betwixte the bier and 
the ſeller, and by the agrement ofthe ſellers, And if any will any thinge take by colour of his 
commiſſion againſt this oꝛdinaunte, none ſhall be bounde to obey him no moꝛe than if he had 
no commiſſion - And of that that ſhall be ſo boughte and purueied, paiment ſhall be made to 
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as of fleſh, fiſſhe, and other vitailes foꝛ the kynges warres, and fo2 to vitaile the caſtelles and 
townes in Stotlande and Englande, and other places, certaine marchauntes oz other good 
people ſhall be deputed by the treaſourer, to make the ſaide purnefaunces, without tommilli⸗ 
ons, and without the kynges oꝛ other power. So that the people noꝛ none of them be put to 
fell any thinge againſte their will. And that no commiſſion be made to the kepers of the kin⸗ 
ges hozſes, but be it onely tommaunded to the ſheriffe, that he make purueiaunte by him and 
by his, ol the iſſues of his bailyweke. And the numbze ok the hoꝛſes, foꝛ whiche he ſhal make 
ſuche purnefaunce ſhall be conteined in the laide tommaundement. And that no puruefance 
be made ouer this number. Sauinge that the chiefekeper haue an haukeney, and that he take 
heede, that the tormtrey be not charged ol moꝛe than ſhall kepe the hozſes, but foꝛ euer 
e a knaue, without bꝛinginge women, pages, oꝛ dogges with them. And if moze be found 
abpdinge in charge of the countrey, thet ſhall be bzoughte to the pꝛiſon, there toremaine til the 
kynge hath ſent his wyll. And in the ſanie maner be it commaunded to the ſhiriftes, that thet 
make their purueiauntes foz the kynges dogges of the iſſues of their bafliwekes where thet 
dwell . And that ſuche purueiauntes be made by none other but bythe ſhirifes. And be it con 
teined in his commaundemente the numbꝛe of the dogges, foz whiche he ſhall make puruet- 
ance, otter whiche number no puruelaunce ſhall be made, ſo that thei lyue of their certaine, 
without charging the countrey. And if anyfpnde him greued againſt this ozdinaunte, he hal 
haue his retouery againſt the ſhiriffe of ſuch grenaunces done to him. 
¶ Item the grauntes, releaſſes,and patdons of the ſaide chatels of felons and fugityues, and 
many other thynges vnder wꝛitten, whiche the kynge hath grannted to the pꝛelates, erles,ba- 
rons, and all the commons of his realme foz the eaſe of them perpetually to endure, the ſaide 
pzelares, erles, barons, and all commons of the realme, willingly of one aſſente and good 
will, hauinge regarde co the wyll thvt the kynge their liege loꝛde hath towardes them, and to 
the great trarailes that he hath made and ſuſteined as well in his warres of Scotlange, as a 
gainſt the parties of Fraunce and other places, and to the good wyll which he hath no trauatle 
to kepe his realme, and mainteine his warres, and to purchace his rightes: Thei haue graun 
ted to him the. ir. lambe, the. tr.fieeſe, andthe. ir. ſhefe, to be taken by two yeres than nexte 
to come. And ofcitees and boꝛoughes the veray. ix. parte of all their goodes and cattals, to 
be takenandlenfed by lantull and reaſonable tare bythe ſame two yeres, in aide of the good 
keping of his rralme, as well by lande as by ſea, and of his warres, as wel againſt the parties 
of Scotlande, the parties of Fraunce,Gaſcoine,andels where. And in right of marchantes fo 
reins, which dwell not in cities noz boꝛoughes, and alſo of other people that dwell in foꝛeſtes, 
and waſtes, and all other that line not of their game noꝛ foze, by the good aduiſe of them whi- 
chethalbe deputed taxers, chalbe ſet laufully at the valur# to the fiftene without being vnreaſo⸗ 
nably charged, And it is not the entente ol the kynge; noz of other great men, noz the comons, 
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that by this graunte made to the kynge ol. rv. the-pooze bozaſll people, noz other that leue of 
their bodely trauile, ſhall be compziſed within the taxe ofthe ſaive fiftene, but ſhall be dilchar⸗ 
25 by the aduiſe ol them whiche be deputed tarers and ol the great men whiche be deputed 
rueiours. 
¶ Item though the comons of the realme did pzafe the kynge, that he wold by aſent of the par 
lyament graunte and ſtabliſche, that neuer ſhulde be taken moze cuſtome of a ſacke of woolle 
thanhalfe a marke, noꝛ of lead noz tinne, lether noz wolfelles but the olde cuſtome: Heuer⸗ 
theles the kpnge pzateth the pꝛelates, erleg3barons, and all the cominaltie, foz the great buſi- 
nes which he hath now in hande as thei wel know. that thei wold graũt to him ſome atde vpon 
the wolles, lether, wolfelles, and other marchaundiſes, to endure foz a ſmal ſeaſon,whervpon 
dellberation had, the ſaide pꝛelates, erles, barons, and comons ofhis realme hath graunted 
to him. xl. s. to be taken foz euer ſacke of woolle, and. xl. s. ot euery. iii. C. wolfelles,any 
rl. s. ot euep laſte of lether and other marchaundiſes that paſſe beponde the ſea after the rate. 
And to begin at the feaſte of Eſter, in the. xii. pere ofhis reigne, and to endure tyll the feaſte 
of Penthecolte, than nexte folowinge . And fro that feaſte till the feaſte of Penthecoſfe than 
nerte folowinge into a pere. And foz this graunt the kynge by the aſſent of the pꝛelates, erles, 
barans,and all other aſſembled in his parlyament, hath graunted, that from the feaſt of Pew 


© thecoſf,whiche cometh into one pere, he noꝛ his heires ſhall not demaunde aſſeſſe noz take noz 


ſuffer to be taken moze tuſtome of a ſacke of wooll of any Engliſh man, but halfe a marke ow 
ly. And vpon the wolfelles and lether the olde cuſfome . And the ſacke oweth to conteine.xrvi 
ffones, and euery ſtone. xiiii. li. And that euer man that ſhippeth woolles ouer the ſea, En 
gliſh man oz other, reſeante inhabityng oz repairinge in Englande, ſhall finde good and ſufty 
tient ſuretie to the cuſtomers befoze his paſſinge, to bzMge againe euerp ſacke of woolle, plate 
of ſilner, to the valure of two markes at his firſte retourne oz repairinge . And to bꝛinge the 
ſame plate to the kynges exthaunge, and there to-receſue his money. And that none coket wol- 
les, but in the name of him that ſhall be owner of the ſame . And if any be found otherwtle cv 
ketted, thei ſhall be taken in the kynges handes as fozfeite. And this ſfabliſhment lawful!p to 
becholden and kepte, the kynge hath pꝛomiſed in the pzeſence of the erles, barons, and other in 
bis parlyament, no moze ts charge, ſet, oz aſlefſe, bpon the cuſtome, but in the maner as afoze 
is (aide .

LY] contetned, that where as the holy churche of Englande was founded in the 


aunceffers, foz them to enlourme the people of the lawe of god and foz to make hoſpitalities 
almes and other wozkes of charitee in the places where the churches were founded, foz the 
ſoules of che founders, their heires, and of all chꝛiſten, and tertamne poſſeſſions as mache in 
fees , landes, rentes, as in aduouſons, whiche do extende to a great valure, were aſſigned by 
the ſaide founders to the pꝛelates and other people ol the holy church ofthe ſaide realme to ſul⸗ 
teine the ſame charge, and eſpecially of the poſſeſſions whiche were aſſigned to 
bilſhops, abbottes, pꝛiours, religious and all other people of holy churche, by the kynges of the 
ſatde realme, erles, barons, and other great men of his realme, the ſame kynges, erles, ba⸗ 
rons, and other nobles, as loꝛdes adnowees, haue had and ought to haue the cuſfodle of ſuche 
voidaunces and the pzeſentmentes and the tolllations of the benefices beinge of ſache pꝛela⸗ 
ties.

that in many citees, bozoughes, poztes of the ſea, and other places within 
therealme of England, great damages & outrages greuaunces haue bene 
and pet be done to the kyng # to all his realme by the titeſens, burgeſſes and 
other people of cities, boꝛoughes and other townes # places afozeſaid, which

ther in theyꝛ name therok to make remedye, do not the lame, and thereof bee 
atteynted, the kraunchiſe ſhall be ſeaſed in to the kynges hande.

lande, whiche god defende : Agaynſt whiche perils alwates to ſet ſuffictente 
remedy.it is ali onely at the kynges coſtes and expences, and ſhall be verye

ſayd ſtreyt rules and ozdynaunces of particyon is very greatly decreaced 
and mynpched.

to the ſatde acte. And alſo in eſchewynge of the common hurtes and 2 — 
aboue reherſed, the laide late kynge oꝛdeined and enacted by the ſarde ay: 
ctozitee, that all mapzes, bailiffes and gouernours of citees, towneg bo» 
roughes, markettes and all other places of this realine foz the tyine beinge 
where thei ſhulde be maires, bailyffes and gouernours, ſhulde haue power 
and auctozitee to name and choſe a diſcrete and experte perfone oz perſonnes 
duely to ſerche and gauge all luche veſſels, as bene abouereherſed, that ther

dap any perſon butſuchas be of good name and fame, and haue landes and 
tenementes of freholde within the lame county, where thet ben inhabitaunt, 
ofthe perely value ol. xx.s.at leaſt, oz elles landes and tenementes holden by 
thecuſtome ok the maner called copiholde, within the ſaid county, of the yere- 
ly valueof.rvi.s.vitt.d.oucr all charges atleaſt, as in the ſaide ſtatute moze 
plainly it appereth : And that all inditementes and pzeſentementes taken a= 
foze any ſhiryffe in his tourne otherwiſe, be voide and of none effect . By rea⸗ 
ſonof whiche ſtatute many ſhiryſfes of the counties of South. Surf, and 
Suſſer intending truely, haue loſt the pꝛokit of many of his oz their tournes,
